ence. feels that although much good work has been 
done the initial organization electricity supply.

There criticism certain the Central Electricity 
Authority’s financial policies. notably its acceptance 
the need purchase capital equipment from British 
manufacturers, since the fact that there was real 
competition between British firms 
fields purchase severely limited the Authority’s 
opportunities for getting competitive tenders. The com- 
mittee suggests that the responsibility for taking such 
decision should have rested with the Minister Fuel 
and Power.
